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BACKGROUND INFORMATION 



The issue of displaced people - residing with relatives/friends 
all over Khost province - has been discussed in several ACBAR 
South-east Coordination meetings. According to NGOs, carrying out 
humanitarian activities for the Province, neither the NGOs nor the 
UN have so far provided assistance to these people. They are, in 
fact, in dire need of assistance, particularly food commodities. 

At the Coordination meeting of 12 May it was reported that there 
are as many as 2,800 displaced families, based on registration done 
by the Provincial Authorities. In order to seek ways and means of 
assisting these families, five agencies : HCI, APWO, ARO, ARR and 
ACBAR volunteered to form a sub-group to encourage WFP to assist 
these families on an emergency basis. 

Taking account of the urgency of this issue, a meeting was 
immediately arranged with WFP Kabul in Islamabad, which proved very 
constructive. The sub-group was asked to provide WFP with a 
detailed survey of displaced people in 15 days, which would then 
be further verified by their own mission. 

To carry out the task in a timely fashion, involvement of some more 
agencies having both experience of emergency assistance and 
knowledge of the area was also deemed essential. Hence, five more 
agencies were invited to take part in this exercise. 



METHODOLOGY 



To accelerate the survey process the group was divided into three 
teams. Each team was composed of three professional staff from 
different organizations to be able to identify potential projects 
- to be carried out through Food For Work programs. A detailed 
survey form (Appendix II) was produced to collect the required 
information and ESAR's project survey forms (Appendix IIIA & IIIB) 
for different sectors ie road, irrigation, sanitation etc. were 
also used for the preliminary survey of the potential projects. 

All members of the teams, excluding two staff who were already in 
the field, were briefed on the background and objectives of the 
survey. They were divided into the three teajms according to areas 
of expertise; and the Province was divided - for facilitation 
purposes - into three zones. A team leader was selected for each 
team. This person was then responsible for making sure that the 
daily work was done in the planned way. 



The teams left Peshawar on Wednesday, 25 May and returned on 
Wednesday 1 June 1994. Since the Shura of the Khost had already 
registered the displaced people and had detailed knowledge of where 
the displaced people were living, the teams were requested firstly 
to contact the Shura to obtain this information before starting the 
survey . 

The team conducted a HOUSE TO HOUSE survey in almost all the 
Province, with the exception of few areas, which could not be 
reached due to distance and security problems. In each village an 
elder of the village was made responsible to take the team to 
houses where displaced people were thought to be living. 



FINDINGS 



A total of 1254 families consisting of 10307 individuals were found 
by the teams all over the Province (see Appendix IV for number of 
displaced families in districts) . The completed survey forms are 
available at ACBAR and can be provided on request. Out of the 1254 
families, 636 families were indicated to be considered as first 
priority, 507 second and 111 third priority. It should be noted 
that more displaced people are still arriving in the Province. 

The registration details, prepared by the Department of 
Repatriation shows a figure of 1913 families. Given the facts that 
some families were not willing to register themselves and some 
areas could not be surveyed due some problems mentioned above, this 
figure could be potentially a "reasonable figure". Often when 
registration or surveys are not followed by any assistance some 
families refuse to register themselves. 

At the same time some food for work projects have also been 
identified. 



GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 



Displaced families were living, in very bad condition, 
in Khost city as well as in different districts of the 
Province; 

Some displaced families of 7/8 people were living in ONLY 
one room. Having been able to bring with them only 
limited household goods, has increased their problems;

No job opportunities for displaced people, except for 
example, selling cold water in the summer to travellers; 

The local inhabitants of the area were found to be 
reasonably cooperative to the displaced people; 

Security was very good. No problems on the way to Khost 
were experienced. No political differences were seen 
among various Mujahideen groups. The Governor, despite 
being ill, provided the team with much assistance; 

The Shura was very cooperative and eager to extend any 
possible assistance to agencies; and 

The Shura as well as displaced people were complaining 
of not being assisted by agencies. However, as 
previously surveys resulted in no assistance, they were 
very happy to see a joint mission under the ACBAR 
umbrella. 



RECOMMENDATIONS 

a) However, the displaced families have been categorized. 
It is recommended that all categories should be assisted 
through Food for Work projects, which would also benefit 
the community; 

b) Seeing a joint mission of NINE NGOs, has raised a much 
bigger expectation both to the displaced and the Shura. 
It IS, therefore, VERY URGENTLY recommended that 
something, at least, should be done; 

As free food distribution would create additional 
problems, particularly in time of distribution. Food For 
Work programs are recommended; and 

Stagnant water is being used in some areas. Improvement 
of drinking water systems is recommended.
